Report on San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District Meeting 
of July 28, 1972 


The Board of Directors of the San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District on July 28, 1972 held a public 
hearing on the price to be set for water which is im¬ 
ported by the District from - 

the State (Feather Elver) Gabriel Basin suit and 
project. 

The setting of the water 
price can have an enormous 
effect on ihe City of Sierra 
Madre. 

The entire cost of the pro¬ 
ject including construction 
and water itlelivery can only 
bo met by revenue from 
water sales or protier t y 
taxes. 

Tile City Council of the 
city of Sierra Madre hasnecn 
leading the fight to have the 
District Board adopt a water 
pricing policy and to make 
that policy one which will 
obtain as mueii as possible 
of the needed revenue from 
water sales. 

This plan is ha.-;ed in two 
factors: 

(1) The property tax is 
already overburdened and 
where a salable commodity 
such as water is available, 
th(! direct user should pay 
the- major share oC the cost. 

(2) The projected wafer 
needs of the City of Sierra 
Madre are small a.nd th(' 

City ohoidd not pay ror 
facilities and water wliich is 
not needed or u.scd. 

Tlip San Gabriel Valiev 
Munieipal Water Di.str 1 " i 
Board of Directors had untier 
eansidi'iation a water pri¬ 
cing formula which would 
have .started with a water 
price of $40 per acre foot 
and required a t.ax rate of 
fiO cents/lrivdred ciollars as- 
.se.“.sed valuation. 

The City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre presented a plan based 
on w.iiat is known as the 
Metropolilan Water District 
formula which charges one 
half of all con.struction plus 
the on.lire .iperalion costs to 
water prices. 

This plan wo-iiUl nave 
started the price of water at 
S6S per acre foot and v/ould 
have resulted in a 43 cent 
beginning lax rate which 
leti'uces rap'dl.v iiv the first 
five years to 31 cents. 

This plan would appear to 
be the most equitable pla.n 
for the City of Sie-ra Madre 
and for the taxpayer .-r 
througliout the D i s t r • c t 
since the user of watn' 
vould pay.

Big Thought About Drugs Neighlsors 


Tho volunteer cabinet of 
the West San Gabriel Valley 
Division of tho Los Angeles 
County Heart Association I'e 
cently held its first meeting 
tor the 1972-73 fiscal year at 
the home of Steph.en 1. 
Lent in Pasadeiia. 


District Attorney Joseph P. Busch has found some¬ 
one better suited than any policeman or narcotics expert 
for discussing the dangers of drugs with younger school- 
children. 

And tliat "somecne” is 
older schoolchildren. 

Twenty high school stu¬ 
dents, chosen by Busch, are 
meeting with elementary 
school pupils in Whittier 
this month. In all, the tu¬ 
tors hope to meet with 400 


sixth grade ,pupils in eight 
schools. 

"It is our experience that 
high .school .students have a 
better rapport with this age 
group than adults,” Busch, 
said, ‘‘thus making it easier 
for tho parties involved to 
eommunicate and learrt 
from eacli other.” 

Busch said the program 
began three years ago, op- 
erat(!d by his Field Opera¬ 
tions staff. Each year, Whit¬ 
tier school officials have re 
quested that it bo renewed. 

‘‘We don’t u.sc any .scare 
tactics,” Busch .said. “The 
kids go to the .schools — 
about two tutors per ten stu¬ 
dents is a good ratio — and 
they tell tliem what drugs 
can do to a persair. That’s 
all there is to it. If you get 
the truth to people in this 
age group, liiey’ll recognize 
it. You don’t need to use any 
‘horror .stories.’ T'he truth i.s 
horrible enough.” 

George Schultz, .studen* 
coordinator for tho project, 
said the younger students 
are briefed on the medical 
aspects of drugs, and am 
often shown a film on drug 
abuse. 

Some presentations i n - 
elude a talk by c. docto’, 
who accompanies the high 
.school students to the cle- 
me.ntar.y schools, -a.nd by :i 
repre.sentative of Busch’s of¬ 
fice, who discu.s.se.s legal 
penalties associated with 
drug abuse. 

After the formal nresent.a- 
lians, the groups bi-eak up 
into smaller gathepngs for 
counseling, discussion and 
c(ue.stions and answer.s, 
Scliultz .said.

state Controller Hugh 
Flournoy today announced 
the distribution of $61,237,- 
866 among the state, cities 
and counties a.s the July ap- 
portioir.mcnt of highway 
•users taxes. 

Los Angeles Conn t y’s 
share was $4,415,744.90, and 
Sierra Madre City’s share 
was $12,587.80. A total of 
815,621,90,5 went directly to 
the counties; $13,292,736 to 
cities; and $32,323,225 for ex¬ 
penditures on State High¬ 
ways. 

The tolal apporiienme-.t 
was derived from the fol¬ 
lowing sources: gasoline tax, 
S.56,405,012; diesel fuel tax, 
.$3.2,52,049; transfer from the 
Transportation Tax Funo, 
$1,578,909; and miscellan¬ 
eous, $1,896. 

Ga.soline tax available for 
the July apportianTnent was 
$9,779,602 less than that for 
the prior month.

1 . QUESTION; When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statemenf of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30. 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Publication must be made once a 
week tor four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION; Is a tiling of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, tilings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1. to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION; What Is the penalty for failure 
to tile and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles. California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the tour Insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statemenf? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period it there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided It embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma-y be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1 , 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31. 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION; Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable tree from:

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
'Where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the "John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,’’ the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Raising taxes on everyone in the guise of closing tax 
loopholes is a new political game — and a trap for the 
unwary voter. 

Where Is That ‘Someone’? 

Late figures appear to indicate that instead of a 
federal deficit of over $38 billion in the current fiscal 
year, the deficit may be in the neighborhood of $30 bil¬ 
lion. The combination of over withholding of individual 
income tax payments and lower than expected federal 
spending explains the improvement. Before cheering the 
good news of a smaller government deficit than ex¬ 
pected as a sign of returning fiscal sanity in the federal 
government, the record should be explored more closely. 

The fact that the deficit could be a mere $30 billion pro¬ 
vides little indication that federal spending has been 
brought under control. 

In the past 10 years, U.S. national income has in¬ 
creased 100 per cent, but federal spending has gone up 
120 per cent. The heaviest drain on tax money has been 
health, education and welfare. These outlays have gone 
from $23.7 billion to $82.2 billion, an advance of 250 per 
cent. Just in the past two years these costs have jumped 
a massive 44 per cent. Neither Congress nor the latest 
crop of Presidential candidates has shown any concern 
over this trend. Most candidates merely propose to tax 
the rich and spend more. 

As one publication notes, "No leading politician has 
the courage to tell the electorate that rich and poor alike 
and everyone in between are going to face tremendous 
federal tax increases if they continue to expect hand-outs 
on the present scale, let alone future programs. Someplace 
there should be someone of national stature with enough 
intestinal fortitude to lay it on the line.” So far that 
“someone” has failed to make an appearance.

Flournoy reported $940,- 
441.91 was mailed directly to 
the County of Los Angeles.

The distribution ropre - 
sents the cities and counties 
shares of license fees and 
other revenues deposited in 
the Motor Vehicle License 
Fee Account during J-une,

Th,e State excise tax at the 
rate of $2 per $100 of mar¬ 
ket value takes the place of 
local property tax on motor 
vehicles. Except for mat por¬ 
tion withheld to cover ad¬ 
ministrative costs, tho 
money is returned to local 
government which may use 
their share for general pur¬ 
poses. 

Half of the total distribu¬ 
tion went to the cities and 
half to counties in the pro¬ 
portion that the population 
of each city or county 'bears 
to the population of all the 
cities or counties in the 
state. Di.stributio.n is based 
on the 1970 Federal Census 
as adjusted to reflect new 
incorporations, annexations, 
special censuses and State 
Department of Finance esti¬ 
mates.
